While I had consider- 
able difficulty in explaining what the American Numismatic 
Society was (-and I don't believe that it is yet altogether 
clear),General Puyol has promised to furnish me with the set 
of insignie desired and this I will send up to you in Washing- 
ton as the President of the Jmerican Numismatic Society for 
presentation to the Society from General Puyol through myself. 
: I hope that you will be able to acknowledge receipt of these, 
on the paper of the Numismatic Society} upon their arrival in 
Washington, and the cordial relations between the Cuban and 
the American Armies will be aided if you could express in your 


letter the appreciation of the Numismatic Society of this gift

from the Cuban General of the insignia of the army of this 
nation which was the first of the Latin-American countries 

to join the United States in its declaration of war upon Ger- 
many. (General Puyol speaks and reads English). 

I hope that this insignia won't arrive too late to 
be placed on exhibition in the Numismatic Society,amd I also 
hope thet this letter and the insignia will reach you safely 
in Washington- as I see by the latest M.I.D.Bulletin that twen- 
tynine of the M.I.D. officers have returned to private life. 
However,the letter of acknowledgment will always have the sig- 
nature of the President of the Numismatic Society, irrespective 
of whether he is an officer of the United States Army. 

I see that agen & stuff brought fairly good 
prices. Mrs. Gallatin secured for me a half dozen small vases, 
including I believe a couple of Corinthian ones, and landed an 
Egyptian Cat's Head for herself. I hope that you had luck if you 
were after anything. All the auction prices in New York seem to 
me to be terrificly high. 

I wish that you would write me what is going on in the 
Militery Intelligence Division and whether you intend to stay 
there for sometime. I am having a very interesting visit here 


in Cuba but will be glad to get back to civil life agein as soon 


as they will let me.
